Attltnde ol the State Department On 
the Question o f Relief Has Been 
Misunderstood. 


Mr. Burleson’s Resolution 
Had E vi­ 
dently Been Base Upon a Mis­ 
apprehension. 


W ashington, March 15.—The house 
yesterday passed the postoffice appro­ 
priation bill. 
The only am endm ent of 
im portance adopted was one to incor­ 
porate in the bill the provisions of the 
bill to classify the rural free delivery 
service, passed a few days ago. 
Quite a number of other bills were 
passed, including three bills for ma 
rine hospitals at 
Buffalo, Savannah 
and Pittsburg. 
The Burleson resolu 
tion calling on the secretary of state 
for the facts relative to the case of 
Dr. Thomas and wife, who desired tc 
go to South Africa to distribute relief 
funds, was adopted after a short de­ 
bate, in the course of which Mr. Hitt, 
chairman of the com m ittee on foreign 
affairs, introduced the follow ing let­ 
ter from Secretary Hay, explaining

of state had 
done in the prem ises: 
“Department of State, W ashington 
March 12, 1902. 
"Sir— Referring to the resolution re 
cently introduced in the house, I beg 
to make the following statem ent of 
facts: 
A few days ago a young gen­ 
tlem an called and asked w hether this 
departm ent would issue passports tc 
the Rev.Dr. Thomas and Mrs. Thomas 
who were intending to go to South 
Africa for the purpose of distributing 
funds which had been collected in Illi­ 
nois for the benefit of the sufferers by 
the war. 
I said at once the depart­ 
ment would issue the passports de 
sired, and that I would also give Mr 
Thom as a letter com m ending him to 
everyone I could influence and asking 
their assistance in his errand. 
Inquiry 
was then made whether this govern 
ment would ask of the British govern 
ment perm ission 
for Mr. and Mrs 
Thomas to go at will through the Brit­ 
ish m ilitary lines and cam ps, a sug­ 
gestion which I thought im practicable 
“This departm ent is ready at an> 
tim e to consult with a representative 
of

W ashington Le*tor in Now York Post. 
Some newspapers with rural eonst- 
tueneies have been reviving of late the 
old complaint against the requirement 
made by the postoffice department that 
persons who take advantage of the 
rural free delivery system shall buy 
and set up a letter box of a certain 
pattern. 
It is even hinted in some 
quarters that the administration is j 
makirg a political mistake in allowing 
this order to continue unrevoked. The 
plea is that any farmer who does not 
are to pay for a box of a prescribed 
pattern ought to l>e allowed to put up 
one that suits him, and that his taste 
in boxes is no business of the govern­ 
ment’s. 
These critics overlook the fact that 
the rural free delivery boxes are boxes 
of collection as well as of distribution, 
and that the law is explicit upon the 
point that a box for collecting mail 
must receive the approval of the post­ 
master general 
This law was enacted 
by congress years ago for the protec­ 
tion of the public and long before box 
collections were made outside of cities 
of considerable size. 
When the rural 
free delivery system was established 
the box question again arose and the 
postmaster general advertised for pro­ 
posals for furnishing boxes, the pro­ 
posal in each case to be accompanied 
by a sample box. 
Sixty-five or seven­ 
ty boxes were submitted and a commit­ 
tee of five exDerts taken from various 
branches of the service spent a long 
time examining them. 
They finally 
approved of fourteen different samples 
and the postmaster general issued an 
order giving all patrons of the rural 
free delivery their choice between the 
fourteen. 
The prices ranged from $1 
to $3 a piece 
according to their re­ 
spective elaborateness and size. 
At 
the same time a circular was sent out 
to postmasters and carriersforbidding 
them to have anything to do with the 
sale of the boxes. 
The idea underlying the use of ap­ 
proved boxes only is that, from the 
moment the patron affixes the stamp 
and drops his prepaid letter in his box 
the government becomes responsible 
for the letter. 
The patron may post 
his letter at 4 o ’clock in the afternoon, 
and the carrier may not collect it until 
noon of the following day, but during 
that twenty hours it is constructively 
in the possession of the governemnt. 
If anybody were allowed at will L pu 
up an old soap box with a slit in it, 
for instance, it would obviously be un­ 
fair to hold the government responsi­ 
ble for the contents of the box.
